Humpl,ley, a biick and tile manufac- 
turer o" Brookville, was the first man 
to advocate it, and spent much of his 
own money and time to arouse the 
interest of the officials of the State 
Highway Department and of the com- 
mis£»o -ers of the counties offected. In 
its conception it seemed a scheme not 
likely to be realized for a score of 
years 1o come, and because at that 
time it was assumed that each county 


would have to pay part of the ex- 
pense, it was strenuously opposed to 
in some quaiters.

Potential advantages. Unlocked for 
developments made possible the real- 
ization of the dicam in a few short 
yearfe, and now there are many claim- 
ing ciedit for its conception who never 
aided u in its formative f-tage.

Franklin to Oil City, and from Oil 
City back to Salina, both of which 
links are paved.

Elm a Elair, New York, chairman of 
the Welfare Department, to start an 
educational campaign- 


To Spread Knowledge 


It is the plan of the Federation di- 


rectors that women

World be told the advantages of birth 
control. 


After the circulation of the propa- 


ganda, an effort will be made, accord- 
ing to present plans, to have present 
restrictions against the birth control 
movement removed. 


Improvement of the 
species 
by 


birth control is hoped for by the Fed- 
eration, according to Mrs. James J. 
Eeed, -Director from Arkansas. 


"We have received many 
letters 


front poor mothers in the slums ask- 
ing for information" she said. "They 
say it is impossible for them to get 
information desired.

New York, June 21.—After' seven 


years! litigation the will of Amos F. 
Eno, disposing of property 
worth 


more than $13,000,000 was t admitted 
to probate late yesterday by Surro-, 
gate Foley. 


This action followed the settlement 


recently of-the contest, by heirs-at- 
law of the provisions- leaving more 
thaii $4,000,00<K to Columbia Univer- 
sity and large suras to other public 
organizations, when the third trial of 
the contest, was about to start. 


Clarence J. Shearn, counsel,for the 


beneficiaries named in the will,, said 
thatj while he had hoped to make pub- 
lic the terms of the iettlement, it had 
been decided to keep them secret.
